The  ROTC  unit,  now  in  its 
second  year  at  the  College,  held

The  standard,  shown  in  the  top 
picture,  has  the  same  background 
colors  and  border  as  all  ROTC 
units,  and  has  Northwestern  State 
College  in  the  scroll  at  the  top. 
Centering  the  standard  is  the  seal 
<jf  the  College  in  purple  and 
white. 

Battery    Awards    Made 

Streamers  were  presented  to 
two  batteries  on  the  basis  of  rec- 
ords made  during  the  fall  semes- 
ter. Battery  A  was  presented  a 
streamer  for  being  the  best  drilled 
group  and  Battery  C  was  present- 
ed a  streamer  for  having  the  high- 
est academic  rating  during  the  fall 
semester.  These  streamers  shall  be 
carried    on    the  staff   of   the    bat- 


tery standard  throughout  ihe 
spring  semester. 

The  three  batteries  of  the 
ROTC  unit  consist  of  274  men. 
Each  battery  is  divided  into  three 
platoons. 

Armory    Nearing    Completion 

Carpenters  and  construction 
men  are  busily  engaged  complet- 
ing the  armory,  recently  con- 
structed on  the  triangle  facing 
Chaplin's  Lake  and  adjacent  to 
the  veterans'  apartments.  Built  on 
a  concrete  foundation,  80  feet  by 
80  feet,  the  lower  section  will  in- 
clude offices  for  the  officers  in 
charge  of  the  unit,  a  rifle  range, 
and  space  for  placing  the  40  mm. 
and  90  mm.  anti-aircraft  guns  and 
their  control  apparatus. 

Above  the  offices  and  rifle 
range,  several  classrooms  are  be- 
ing built  for  classes  in  military 
science  and  tactics. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  James  E. 
Bowman,    Professor    of    Military 


Science  and  Tactics,  is  in  charge 
of  the  ROTC  unit.  He  is  assisted 
by  Major  Angus  Weydell  and 
Captain  Barnard  Sims.

;ourage  for  tomorrow.  And  so.  be- 
coming wiser,  kinder,  and  more 
nderstanding.  and  developing  a 
eeling  of  humbleness  sparked  1)\ 

keen  devotion  to  service,  one 
continues  on  and  on  in  a  work  oi 
ove  until  it  comes  time  to  rest  i 
it  from   the  arduous  labors. 

And  so  it  is  with  Miss  Lilla  Mc- 
ure  as  she  retired  from  active 
caching,  the  last  26  years  of 
v'hich  were  spent  at  Bvrd  High 
jchool    in   Shreveport. 

Miss  McLure.  a  native  of  Glen- 
ille,  Arkansas,  began  her  teach- 
ng  career  at  Waldo  in  1901.  She 
hen  transferred  to  Louisiana,  the 
Alberta  School  in  Bienville  Par- 
sh.  where  she  served  as  princi- 
)al    for   seven    years.   During   her 


stay  there  she  developed  one  of 
the  first  home  economics  depart- 
ments in   the  parish. 

After  graduation  from  the 
"Normal"  in  1911,  she  taught  in 
various  positions,  including  Rus- 
ton  High  School,  1915-1917,  and 
Little  Rock  High  School.  1919- 
1923. 

She  received  the  Bachelor's  De- 
gree at  Peabody  College  in  1918, 
and  the  Master's  Degree  at  Lou- 
isiana State  University  in  1926, 
the  year  she  began  teaching  at 
Byrd. 

Miss  McLure,  who  has  done  re- 
search on  the  history  of  Shreve- 
port for  many  years,  collaborated 
with  Mr.  Ed  Howe  in  writing 
"The  History  of  Shreveport  and 
Shreveport  Builders,"  which  was 
publiMied  in  1938. 

She  is  a  member  of  Alpha  Chi 
Omega.  Delta  Kappa  Gamma, 
University  Women's  Club,  and 
Hypatia  (literary  club).  She  is 
also  a  member  of  the  National 
Council  for  Social  Studies,  and 
the   Louisiana   Historical   Society. 

Miss  McLure.  who  lives  with 
her  mother  at  1038  Sheridan, 
Shreveport,  has  made  no  definite 


plans  for  her  future  activities,  but 
will  probably  spend  much  of  her 
time  writing  about  various  phases 
of  Louisiana  history. 

At  Byrd,  she  was  the  first  spon- 
sor of  the  student  council,  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  which 
inaugurated  the  point  system,  and 
the  organizer  of  the  Gayarre 
History  Club.
